England, in the eighteenth century, saw few 
better men or women than Lord Lyttelton and 
his lady ; and it does seem « curious enough fact, 
that their only son, s boy of many hopes and many 
advantages, and wno possessed quick parts and 
s vigorous intellect, should have proved, not- 
withstanding, one of the most flagitious person- 
ages of bis age. The first Lord Lyttelton was 
not more conspicuons for his genius and bis vir- 
tues, than the second Lord Lyttelton for his 
talents and his vies. 

There are many who, though they do not sub- 
scribe to the creed of the pbrenologist, are yet 
unconsciously influenced by its doctrines; and 
never, perhaps, was the phrenological belief 
more general than now, that the buman race, 
like some of the inferior races, is greatly depen- 
dent, for the development of what is best in it, 
on what I shall venture to term purity of breed. 
It bas beconte a sort of axiom, that well disposi- 
tioned intellectu@d parents produce a well-dispo- 
sitioned intellectual offepring ; and of course, as 
buman history is various enongh, when partially 
culled, to furnish evidence in support of any- 
thing, there have been instances adduced in 


time to enumerate, Bat were exactly the oppo- 
site belief held, the same various history would 
be found to furnish at least as many evidences in 
support of it as of the other. The human race, 
80 far at least as the mental and the moral are 
concerned, comes very doubtfully, if at sll, un- 
der the law of the inferior natures. David Hume, 
better acquainted with history than most men, 
gives what seoms to be the true state of the case. 
The “racesot animals,” he says, “ never degenc- 
rate when carefally attended to; and horses in 
particular always show their blood in their shape, 
spirit, and swiftness; but a coxcomb may beget 
& philosopher, as a man of virtue may leave « 
worthless progeay.”’ It is not uninstructive to 
observe how strongly the philosophy of the re- 
mark is borne out by the facts of Hume’s own 
History. The mean, pusilianimous, foolish Joba 
was the son of the wise, doubtless Henry the 
Second, and the brother of the magnanimous 
Richard Cour de Lion. His immediate descen- 
dant and seccessor, nearly as weak, though 
somewhat more honest than himeelf, was the fa- 
ther of the fearless, politic, unscrupulous Edward 
the First; and he, of the imbecile Edwerd the 
Second ; and he, in turn, of the brave, sagacious 
Edward the Third; and then comes one of those 
cases which the phrenologist picks out from the 
general mass, and threads together, as with « 
string; the heroic Edward the Third was the 
father of the heroic Black Prince. And thas the 
record runs on, bearing from beginning to end 
the same character; seve that as commen men 
are vastly less rare, as the words imply, than un- 
common ones, it is inevitable that instances of 
the ordinary producing the ordinary should great- 
ly predominate over instances of an opposite 
cast.

apart with a line. Strong young plants should 
be set about a foot apart in the rows. They will 
-oom send oct rusners which may occupy every 
alternate space between the rows—the othe: 
space should be kept free from rampers, as an 
alley from which to gather the fruit, and be kept 
free from weeds. As soon as the crop is gather 
4, allow the rucners to take possession of the 
alleys for the next year’s crop, carefully digging 
the ground ander the vines, and mixing with it a 
dressing of manure. In this way the beds which 
are occupied by the plants are anaually reversed. 
and the same ground may be contipued produc- 
tive for many years. To obtain the finest speci- 
meas of strawberries they should be planted in 
rows two feet apart and the plants two feet asun- 
ter, so that they may have aa abundance of light 
aad air, with ample opportanity for the roots to 
extend. I this mode the ronners must be kept 
dows by cutting them off several times in the 
year. Before the fruit ripens clean straw is 
asually laid around and under the plaats to heey 
the fruit clean. This manner of calture admits 
of the most thorough tillage, as the ground can 
be manured aad kept loose at pleasure. 

A top-dressing of leaves or compost late in the 
fali serves to protect the plants from the rigors of 
winter, and promotes their health and vigor of 
growth.
